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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 15 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over JP 2002-76404 (hereinafter, Inomata) in view of US Patent 5,177,398 issued to 
Engemann. 

Inomata teaches a method for producing a solar cell comprising: placing a 
substrate for a solar cell on an RF electrode in a chamber; placing a plate to cover the 
substrate, said plate being provided with a number of opening portions; forming fine 
textures on a surface of the substrate by using residues chiefly comprising components 
of the substrate as an etching mask. Inomata teaches providing gas to the chamber 
and providing RF power to the electrode to etch the substrate. 
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Inomata does not teach providing chamfered portions to the top and bottom 
corners of the opening in the plate. 

Engemann teaches etching a substrate through a plate provided with openings 
that are chamfered on the top and bottom. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to carry out Inomata's 
process while using a plate with the chamfered openings because Engemann teaches 
that plates with this structure comprise structural beams having an increased stiffness 
thereby providing a more robust apertured plate. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, All 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claims 8-10 and 30 are is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 34, 37 and 41 of 
copending Application No. 10/650,505. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the limitation of claim 8 not 
present in 15 of copending application would be obvious to one skilled in the art. 
Specifically, claim 8 recites "each opening portion being of a size such that a virtual 
column having a diameter equal to or less than half (1/2) the distance to pass through 
the opening portion while inhibiting a virtual column having a diameter greater than half 
the distance from passing through the opening portion". The limitation of claim 9 
establishes the distance as being from 5 to 30 mm. The limitation of claim 9 sets the 
upper limit of the opening diameter at 1 5 mm. It would be obvious to one skilled in the 
art to select an opening with a diameter of less than or equal to 15 mm such that the 
stated objective of the claim (i.e. forming fine textures) would be accomplished. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 21-29 and 32 are allowed.
